In the intense axcltémant of polities, thought.
{ul men do notloreet another subject of even
more importance than 1he immediate restoraiion
of the Southern Bthtes, These may stay a8 they
ure—not without serious injury to the whole
country, 1 18 true—~but our finences cannot
continoe at they are, aud the slternative & Im-
provement or ruin, States may prospet without
represeniation in Congress, but the business of
the couniry cannot be established upon an irre-
dremabla paper curtency., We carnestly hope
that the speech of the Hon. Justin 8, Morrill,
{elivered 1o the House on Thursday, will con-
vince Congress of the nocessity of making lm-
medinte preparation for contragtion, Mr, Mor-
rili's arpument is thorough and irrr.-fumhl-*: Wi
helieve the majority of Congress admits it, yet
tue rst step to enforee its conclusions has nok
pepn taken, and there 1s dinger that the subject
will continue to be neglocled for others ot iar
leas pressing lmportance. .

Mr. Morrill might well express a foeling of
mortfication that the necessity of contraction
should require sober srgumaent, or that any one
could Yespouse the cause of an endless reign of
paper currency, of which It takes one dollar
and thirky, forty, or ffty cents to buy a dollar
i specie,! The condition of business in the
United Statos is sufficlent, without argumeus,
to unswer the theories of those who belleve
thst the immense volume of paper currency

ot more than we need, and that the
ahundanes of such wn substitute for speoie
is u proof of prosperity, We must even
buy our iron sbipe in  Eorope, because
o American can  ufford to make them,

Our manufpetirers cannot compaete with those
of England, A nomingl increuse of value: has
ansetied atl business and all prices. The value
ol production, ol manulucture, of profits, of
tossas, 18 boyoud exact calealation, A shifting
standard bas mude even cconomy difficaly, ane
the abundance of paper discourages honest in-
dustry and fosters speculation.  Even the Gov-
crnment, ' the ensy manufacture of money
out of national credit, spends niillions of paper
with Jlittle reference to their value m specie.
If the gpuntry is not in one sense UNprosperous,
it Is In spite of toe burden of currency, not
because of it, and every mooth adds to the
proof thut we can only escape vust evils in
the future by resamption of specie payments
and the contraction ot the currency to the legi-
timate needs ol business,

Mr. Morrill's statistics show that the total
amonnt of paper currency now in use, including
logaldenders, nntlonal bank notes, compound
interest noles, ete, I8 SU635,200,661, or neurly
one thousand millions, In 1862 the total of
paper currency was hut $154,000,000, Can it he
contended that business requires such an enor-
mous incrense? The very depreciantion of the
gurrency is an answer; its excess diminishes ita
vilue, and prices rise asthe value sinks, Mr,
Morrill shows that the increased production ot
gold and silver is tending to the steady dep re-
ciation of specie itself, while Lthe coinage ot the
United States, o comparison with Earopean
stundards, l= debusedl, How, then, does our
paper money stand when Lthe standard itself is
degraded? A Chinese nation moy fix arbiteary
standards, but the Americans, a commercial
people, cannot prosper with a currency which
is tvm‘bly discounted 1n every market, and even
refused in our own gold Stater on the Pacific,

This excess of paper money ig the legacy of
the Rebellion; but it is folly to plead the evils
of war a8 an excuse for the blunders ol peace,
Keaumption should have begun in 1866. That it
was not attempted then is all the more reason
that it should begin in 1867, and in Mr. Morrill's
opinion, *never shall we have n moro auspicions
moment to initiate mensures for a vigorous
retirement of the excess of our paper currency,”
That opinion is ours also. Wa ought to begin
to-duy. Credits are not unusually expanded,
and the people generally ure free from debt, To
postpone resumption i= to tempt the country
into extravagunce, and to rigk, and, m fact,
compel a change of this (avorable condition, We
know that our paper currency is well based on
natlonal credit, and admit the blessings of its
unfrormity. The danseris in its irredeemable
character, and In the cxcess of issuos, mon-
strously disproportionate to specie ‘and business
needs.  Mr. Morrill, who s certainly u deter-

The Salurday Review treats the proposed im-
peachment at length, and with signal abiiity,
It nunlyzes the powers of the different branches
of the Government, s« sel torth in the Constitu-
tiom, shows the peculiar position which the
Prestdent nas among the rulers of States, nud
tries to discover his culpability as set forth in
the variows charges brought agsiusy him:—

1 he President,' it remarks, “stands on a piesent
basis of constitutional rght; whiie Congres: is aot-
fug m formel deBance of the Constitution, and
spems inelined, according to the latest accounts, to
spt the Constt vtion narde altogether, and to assert
for itself the cmoipotence of a Botish Parliament—
the right of altering all laws, whother fuudamental
or weldental, wnether part of the original compact
of Unjon or mere measures of Cougressionsl legie-
luion, by nsumple majority of both Houses, .
The chorges sgminst him, correctiy estunated,
amount #moply to this—that 1 the exercise of
lns executive power he has sot ar nought the
withies of Coneress, and ncfed upon his own
juagment; that he has carcted out his own
solies , and not the poliey ol a majority o1 the two

pusos. And it i pinin, not oply that an impeach-
ment on such a ground as this would be a gross
abuse of o remedy intended for a very differeat pur-
pose, but that it would totaily alter tue existing
relnijons between the Execunve and the Legisln-
ture. and subvert the present Constitution of the
¥odernl Government, 1he Federal Constitution has
exphcitly made §nown the purpoge 1o0r which this
formidable weapon may be arnwn. It waw never
meant to ounble Cong::eu to got rid of upulllwal
opponent, Had it been intended that Congress
snould be able 1o removen President for politieal
reasor®, 8 machinery less cumbrous and loss aruel
would have veen supplied.”

There 18 nothing particalatly novel about
these views of the leading journuls of Great
Britaln, and we do not quote them as atfording
auy light to our politicians upon constitutional
questions. But they mdicate the drift of intel-
ligent Buropean thounght upon the most im-
portant matter in current American  history.
And they show that what {s here only a subject
of Congressignsl frivolity and partisan ani-
mosity, 18 there regarded 4 of the gravest
pational import.

When we Inst saw the bill to regulate the
tenure of Federal offices, which has puszed the
Benate and 1s now pendivg in the House of Re-
presentatives, it provided that an officer, com-
mssloned by consent and approval of the Senate,
should be liable to removal only for crime, mis-
conduct in office, incapseity, or disqualiication.
The bill adso provided that such removal should
Lot tnke place untid the President bad communi
cited to tie Senate the reasons tor displacing
the ofticer, together with all evidence in his
possession relating thereto, and the Benate
should assent to the removal. During the re-
cees of the Senate, the Presidont 18, by the bill,
aunthorized to suspend an officen, substituting an-
other in his stead temporanly; but is required
within twenty days aiter the meeting of the
Senate to communicite s gctlon and the evi
Il the
latter withholds its assent, then the oflicer re-
moved i thereby restored to bis former plave,

clearly unconstitutional, inssmuch as the power
of removal is & usefnl weldent of the executiye
office, and absolutely necessary to the proper

We are very far from desiriog it to be under-
“tood that beeause we deny the legal suthority
of the Benate to restrain the power of the Exe-
cutive in this matier ol removalg, we approve a
reckless removal of faithful, competent, and fit
publie servants on the ground of mere differ-
ences of politeal opinion, Such aetion Is not
demoeratic fn any sense, no matter i it bhe

woved that Presidents elected as Democrats
uve been guilty of such conduct.

We have in o previous sartiele allnded to
the great debate on this subject which took
place in the Congress ot 17680, Two fenrs alter
thut, President Jefferson eame into power nuder
vircumstapnees of g complete revolution in pol-
tical parties, which made him almost the only
ierson of hig views i oflice. His predecessor

nd fotaliy excluded the Democratic party from
public positions, Even the army was acsinst
My, Jetlerson, It wue absolutely nocessary that
such n condition of things be ehnnged or modi-
fied, and this brought up the question of re-
woval o all lis aspects, The letters of Mr,
Jetlerson, writlgn in March, 1501, to Governor
Giles, to Elbridge Gerry, to the Altorney-tiepe-
ral, and to others, reveasl fully what was then
the view of the subject taken by the great apos-
tle of Democracy. He declared that removals
should only be made lor cause; and thut proper
couge would be *personal misconduer;” “official
misconduct:” “negligence:” “incapneity:” “‘in-
herent viee in the appointment;" “parusan elec-
twneering beyond the talr exercise of thy elec-
tive franchise;” and opposition of heads of de-
partments 1o his policy, This was the Demo-
cratie lnw of removals,

Some twenty vears after thi= (May 15, 18200,
Copgrese legislaod in respect to the term ot
office of certain officers, and directed that all
aistriet attorneye, collectors, navy ngents, re-
ceivers ol public moneys, Ariny paymasters,
shall be appomnted for four years, but ‘remoyu.
ble trom office ot plessure of the President.”
The object of this statute of limitation, which
viueates, every Presidential term, the great mass

of the Federal offices, was to place disbureing |

officers und others every four years under

inspeetion and supervision as to their conduact |

and accounts, 5o that the incompetent and de-
taulters could be detected and dropped,

In the years 1825-26 the subject was again
before the Senate, and wns referred to a select
commitieo of nine, of which Messs, Van Buren,
Benton, Macon, and White were members,
which reported =ix biils intended to control and
regulate different branches of the publie ser-
vice, and Hmit gomewhat the power of the
Executive.

The whole
proceeding was undoubtedly intended to pre-
vent or check the wholesals removals from
office which were being wade by FPresdent
Adame,  The bill failed to become n law, und
